thing lik e this: 
“Very good, Glenn, only you 
you should have done 4:06." 
And when it is further re­ 
ported that the Elk hart flier 
nodded his complete agreement 
with that view, its lik ely to seem 
a bit thick to the reader, too. In 
other words, a few soft “Oh 
yeahs?” probably split the at­ 
mosphere. 
However, with the accumula­ 
tion of post-mortem material on 
the great event there seems to be 
plenty of sound reasoning back 
of the “disappointment’’ of both 
coach and athlete that a still 
greater mark was not achieved. 
Hargiss, after pointing out Cun­ 
ningham's

just why it wasn’t unreasonable 
to vision two seconds lopped off 
that 4:08.4 effort. 
“I believe, along with many 
other coaches, that rhythm is 
the secret of record races,” he 
said. 
“Glenn, who has always 
defied tradition by running his 
second halves 
faster than the 
first halves, runs the first 880 as 
fast as he can without straining 
the rhythm of his stride — then 
he has his body prepared for the 
big drive. 
“In the Columbian mile he 
could have clipped two seconds 
off his time for the second quar­ 
ter without affecting in the least 
his final two quarters of 61.2 and 
59 .8. 
**I am sure 
of this 
because 
when Frank Nordell of Manhat­ 
tan, after pacing the field per­ 
fectly through a 62-second first 
quarter, slowed down to 65 sec­ 
onds for the second, 
Glenn 
actually had to chap his stride 
to avoid treading on Nordcll’s 
heels. Keeping to his stride and 
rhythm he had already estab­ 
lished would have tak en no more 
energy from him than this ad­ 
justment effort.” 
Cunningham insists that the 
“faster second half” scheme is 
the natural one for him, though 
it is contrary to virtually all 
foot-racing teachings. 
He’s a student of physical edu­ 
cation and has gone into the me­ 
chanics of running with unusual 
avidity, yet he admits it is im­ 
possible to chart a runner's cap­ 
abilities scientifically and ac­ 
curately. 
•*I don’t k now what goes on in­ 
side of men in the matter of 
burning up and rebuilding of tis­ 
sue during the running of a fast 
mile," he said. 
“But from my running experi­ 
ence I k now that I need a good 
warm-up. I run faster and bet­ 
ter in a second race, and still 
better in a third race, on those 
afternoons when I run in three 
events.” 
Which explains another thing 
for fans inclined to scoff. That 
is, the unusual routine 
of neck - 
jerk ing, body-bending exercises 
Glenn always indulges in for an 
hour or so before his big indoor 
appearances. 
Many thought it 
was grandstanding, but it’s just 
Cunningham ’s way of running 
a few preliminary miles!

Suppose a Federal tax collector cam e to your 
home and p resented a bill for $48 5.00, telling 
you to p ay it p rom p tly or your p rop erty, inv est­ 
ments, sav ings or anything else you possessed, 
would be attached to satisfy it? 
You would feel outraged. But as the head of a 
family, you will pay a bill lik e tha t w hether you 
k now it or not. The am ount rep resents the av ­ 
erage family’s share of Federal exp enditures for 
19 33, which totaled $14,500,000,000. Some of it 
you pay directly, through Federal income, gaso­ 
line and similar taxes. The bulk of it, so far as 
most families are concerned, is p aid indirectly. 
I t ’s p art of the cost of shoes, clothing, furniture, 
food, theatre tick ets, automobiles — ev ery ne ­ 
cessity and luxury. After you hav e p aid this, 
you are not through with your tax bill. State, 
county and city gov ernments are left, all hungry 
for more money; all tak ing a constantly rising 
p ercentage of your income. 
Businesses pay a substantially larger p rop or­ 
tion of income in taxes tha n do indiv iduals. An 
excessiv e drain on an industry’s till for taxes 
m eans less money for wages, p urchases and ex­ 
pansion. It m eans tha t op p ortunity to find a job, 
or hold one you already hav e, or obtain an in­ 
crease in pay. has been lessened. 
The tax problem affects ev ery inv estor, ev ery 
home-owner, ev ery work er, ev ery family.

Road and w eather conditions, the 
am ount of traffic, the exp erience of the driv er, 
the condition of the car — these factors, ra the r 
than a m ere sp eedom eter reading, are the tests 
of safe op erating speeds. 
Any speed is unsafe if the driv er is unable to 
stop his car in the assured clear distance ahead. 
Road and w eather v ary the safety factor. 
Study your car and your own capabilities. Dis­ 
cov er how soon you can stop a t v arying speeds. 
This is indisp ensable in becoming a safe m otor­ 
ist.

SPEED BREEDS DEATH 
One of the most serious aspects of the autom o­ 
bile accident problem is a constant increase in 
the num ber of fatalities p er accident. In 19 33, 
for example, the num ber injured non-fatally in­ 
creased 2.2 p er cent ov er 1932 — while fatalities 
jump ed 5.9 per cent. 
The reason for this is obv ious: Excessiv e speed.

h imself “a faith ful member of

Royal Citizen Secret society.” It 
carried a Buffalo, N. Y. post­ 
mark. 
“If some one must be sacrificed 
to make th e people aware, I am 
willing.” h e said. 
His ch arge th at with in two 
month s 
congress 
will 
h ave 
signed away a considerable part 
of th e freedom of th e citizens 
was not a “bolt from th e blue,” 
h e said, but was based on in­ 
formation 
gath ered 
over 
two 
years.

tho se o n the o utside? 
“ The g o v ernment plans to re­ 
tire 
fro m 
pro ductio n sev eral 
tho usands o f acres o f marg inal 
land. What are the wo rkers o f 
that marg inal land to do to make 
a liv ing ? They are in effect pro ­ 


h ibited 
by 
th eir 
government 
from free bargaining for th e ex­ 
ch ange of services for 
dollars. 
And since th ey can’t swap dollars 
th ey h aven’t, trade is restricted. 
“I am interested in giving th e 
citizens of th e country a ch ance 
to vote on clear cut issues of so­ 
cial reform if 
th e 
brain trust 
wants to bring 
th em, with out 
th e smoke screen of depression 
war, into th e open. 
-We submitted to th e tempor­ 
ary measures of th e NRA and re­ 
covery legislation much as we 
are glad, in th e World War, to 
abide by m artial law. But wh o 
would th ink of making m artial 
law permanent, to go on and on 
in peace time. 
“Th e business of th e 
brain 
trusters is to get us out of th e 
depression 
first 
and to th en 
bring up th eir social reform leg­ 
islation, not to confuse th em, be- j 
fuddle th e public and so saddle 
it with economic m artial law th at 
will endure in economic peace­ 
time. 
"Th e plain truth of th e cause 
of our economic trouble now is 
th e disarrangem ent of th e price 
structure. T h at means th is; th at 
one class of workers is able to 
exch ange its goods and services 
for a number of dollars th at in 
no reasonable way compares with 
th e number of dollars anoth er 
class can get for its goods and 
services and th us is not able to 
swap dollars on th e same basis.” 
Dr.. Wirt th inks it not unreas­ 
onable to foresee, in th e excess­ 
ive regimentation h e 
predicts, 
th e erection of tariff barriers be­ 
tween states, h uge 
masses 
of 
! permanently unemployed, 
and 
i oth er snarled problems similar to 
th ose th at once plunged th e world 
into th e dark ages and migh t oo 
it again.
